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A Word to Quorum Class Leaders and 
Members 



Doubtless all will agree that the great aim in studying the 
subject, Jesus The Christ, is to enlarge our knowledge of facts, 
to increase our faith in the divine mission of the Son of God, and 
to learn the doctrines of the plan of salvation. To accomplish 
this there must be a clear notion in the minds of all, and espe- 
cially in the mind of the class leader, of what each chapter 
treats. 

The first essential is to read the text, in connection with the 
Scriptures bearing on the subject, indicated by the references at 
the foot of the pages, and reprinted under each lesson in these 
outlines. This will lay a splendid foundation for a better under- 
standing of the subject. 

The references have to do with the subdivision of the chap- 
ter headings, and not with the questions or problems of the 
analysis. 

The references have two purposes: (a) to direct the student 
to the data of the story, and (b) to sustain and illustrate the 
argument of the author. 

It should be remembered that many of the footnote refer- . 
ences are illustrative of incidental and ofttimes of remote topics, 
in the text. Bearing this in mind, the student, it is believed, will 
easily overcome any tendency to confusion in following the sub- 
ject through the references, in this analysis. 

The second essential is that both leader and class get the 
author's view-point. The members should be attentive while 
the class leader is reviewing the subject; and, also, concerted 
attention should be observed when a member is giving an ex- 
ercise. 

Each member should be eager to take any part assigned him, 
not so much for the fact that probably he may be better in- 
formed than others, on some particular question, but that he 
may seize the opportunity to put his thoughts to speech. Co- 
operation will produce interest and enthusiasm. 
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The following suggestions may be found helpful: 

Over-haste in treatment should be avoided as it may lead 
to the omission of important matter. The leader should always 
have some reserve questions. 

Stay with the subject. It will be found that each chapter 
contains a definite theme, with subordinate topics clustering 
around it. Questions which have no bearing on the lesson 
should be discouraged. 

Personal arguments between members, during the recita- 
tion, should not be permitted, but pertinent questions should be 
discussed, in proper order. 

Timid and backward members should be given full oppor- 
tunity to take part. Emphasize facts rather than theories. 

The questions and topics for discussion, given in these out- 
lines, are merely suggestive, and the class leaders, if they think 
advisable, may select other topics from the text for discussion. 

The bearing of testimony on some topic of the lesson is a 
good way to relate the subject to actual life: in other words, 
endeavor to vitalize the printed page. The oftener an abstract 
idea can be reduced to concrete form, the better it will be under- 
stood. Furthermore, bearing testimony of analogous incidents 
enhances the value of the incident that happened hundreds of 
years ago. For example, if the incident under consideration be 
the casting out of an evil spirit by the Savior, any personal testi- 
mony concerning a similar manifestation of the power of the 
priesthood, in this day, greatly increases the interest of the 
lesson. 

These outlines are so arranged that they may be used for a 
class program, the names of those to whom the various topics 
are assigned may be written by the teacher or the members, in 
the blanks provided for that purpose.
